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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Claims 5-8 are subjected to species election. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

A. Amino acid produced 

a) L-glutamic acid 

b) L-proline 

c) L-arginine 

B. Pathway deficiency 

d) any of L-isoleucine biosynthetic enzyme activities. 

e) threonine deaminase activity 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C § 121 to elect ONE single species from ONE each 
of A and B which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. Currently, claims 5 and 8 are generic. 

The species are independent or distinct because they are directed to a method of making 
substantially different products with potentially different species and/or strains of 
microorganisms. 

Undue burden would ensue from the examination of methods of producing various amino 
acids using various strains within the genus Escherichia having distinct metabolic deficiencies 
and which have distinct characteristics and effects. Burden lies not only in the search of U.S. 
patents, but in the search for literature and foreign patents and examination of the claim language 
and specification for compliance with the statutes concerning new matter, distinctness and scope 
of enablement. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect ONE single disclosed species from A, 
B or C for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 5 is generic 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
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thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
